AUSTIN, Texas Mayor Emanuel and Cultural Affairs 
Commissioner Michelle Boone double-teamed the 
city of Austin on Tuesday in what was essentially a 
daylong infomercial for Chicago as a force for music, 
culture and technology 

There was an agenda, of course: cater to the thou- 
sands of technology executives and entrepreneurs at 
the South by Southwest Interactive conference in an 
effort to lure their businesses to Chicago. Emanuel 
and Boone were on message all day: Chi- 
cago is a vibrant music/theater/arts city 
with a first-rate transit system, world- 
class architecture and restaurants, and 
a relatively moderate cost of living in 
which young innovators can prosper. 

The city set up an informational booth 
at the pricey trade show at the Austin 
Convention Center, and even brought 
its own soundtrack: a Chicago musical 
showcase Tuesday night that included 
Chance the Rapper, the production duo 
Hood Internet and rising singer-song- 
writer Bonzie. 

Earlier in the day, Emanuel went on a 
whirlwind tour of some of the city’s busi- 
nesses with Charlie Jones, the co-founder 
of Austin-based Lollapalooza promoters 
C3 Presents, as his guide. 

In away Chicago would like to be more 
like Austin, Emanuel suggested. Austin 
brands itself as “the live music capital of 
the world,” and the city’s cultural insti- 
tutions are front and center as soon as a 
visitor lands at Austin-Bergstrom Inter- 
national Airport. 

“We don’t have the buzz you guys 
have,” Emanuel said during a visit to the 
C3 offices. “But we’re going to give you a 
run for your money”

online behavior. Last month, a New York 
judge found that a man accused of produc- 
ing and sharing revenge porn did not actually 
break any state laws — a conclusion that has 
led some advocates to suggest that New York 
legislators need to update their privacy and 
harassment laws. 

“This is exactly the kind of case that shows 
there’s a gap in the criminal laws,” said Mary 
Anne Franks, a law professor at the Univer- 
sity of Miami. 

Illinois is among more than a dozen states 
where lawmakers are grappling with the issue. 
But the American Civil Liberties Union has 
opposed some legislative attempts, arguing 
a broad law would violate First Amendment 
rights to freedom of speech. 

Last month the state Senate passed a bill 
that would make posting sexually explicit im- 
ages of people without their consent a crimi- 
nal offense. Sen. Michael Hastings (D-Orland 
Hills), the bill’s sponsor, said such activity is 
“the ultimate form of cyber bullying,” and 
that it is hard for people to protect them- 
selves against through current legal channels. 

“Our laws don’t normally catch up with 
technology, and we really haven’t caught up 
yet to how we can protect people on the In- 
ternet,” he said. “There is no more compro- 
mising position you could be in than having 
an explicit video of you online.”

The Web’s dirty little secret in the crosshairs

Imagine learning, after a difficult breakup, that 
your ex has posted sexual images of you, along 
with private information that makes them easy 
for friends, family members and co-workers to 
find just by Googling your name. 

That’s what one Chicago woman said hap- 
pened to her after she and her ex-husband sepa- 
rated in 2006, according to a lawsuit filed last 
month in Cook County 

The lawsuit, which comes as Illinois legisla- 
tors grapple with Internet regulation, argues 
she is a victim of “revenge porn”— the practice 
in which malicious ex-lovers or friends distrib- 
ute nude photos or videos obtained during a 
relationship to humiliate someone. Advocates 
for survivors of domestic violence and sexual 
harassment say revenge porn can cause severe 
emotional distress and sometimes cost people 
their jobs or the support of their families. Free 


speech advocates say this activity shouldn’t be 
criminalized. 

As websites that allow users to anonymously 
upload pornographic photos and videos have 
proliferated, so too have reports of once-pri- 
vate photos found scattered across the Inter- 
net. The most notorious site, isanyoneup.com, 
was created in 2010 and shuttered two years 
later. Its founder, 28 -year-old Hunter Moore, 
in February pleaded not guilty to charges that 
he conspired to hack into victims’ accounts to 
obtain naked pictures for his site. 

But prosecuting these offenses is not as 
straightforward as it might sound, and state law- 
makers are pushing for legislation that would 
make revenge porn a criminal offense. 

Officials around the country have begun 
cracking down on the practice, but they have 
been stymied in some cases by state laws that 
were written years ago and might not cover

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Why the Hawks are always open to outdoor hockey

Austin, Texas It’s been n days since the Blackhawks invaded Soldier 
Field as a snowstorm hammered Chicago. That seemed more distant 
this weekend, when reps from the team and the NHL headed to 
South by Southwest to discuss the Stadium Series. 

We loved rolling in the snow outside the stadium, watching crews 
frantically clearing the ice with shovels and scrolling through Instagram 
pics of beer so cold it turned to slush. But how did the game come to 
be? And will the Hawks do it again? We hit SXSW to find out.

HISTORY 

Hawks fans flocked to Wrigley Field 
on Jan. 1, 2009, for the second NHL 
Winter Classic. A year earlier the 
NHL had launched the annual out- 
door game in Buffalo, selling out the 
Bills’ Ralph Wilson Stadium in hours. 
Could they do it again? 

Absolutely. 

“What Chicago showed us is it is 
sustainable,” said Brian Jennings, the 
league’s executive VP of marketing. 
“We went into Wrigley and we filled 
the house and we had that epic day 
against the Red Wings, and it showed 
that we were on to something.” 

The Winter Classic continued for 
the next three seasons, but the 2013 
edition was canceled by the play- 
ers’ strike. Worried that fans had lost 
interest, the league planned six out- 
door games in 2014, including one at 
Soldier Field.

SETUP 

Dean Matsuzaki was in charge of building six out- 
door rinks, from L.A. to Yankee Stadium. Matsuzaki, 
the NHL senior VP of events and entertainment, 
bought an extra set of pumps, heaters and rigs and 
dispatched crews across the country. 

At Dodger Stadium, the league set up a beach 
volleyball court and had a barbecue in the outfield, 
but things were different here. To pump the ice 
from a truck in the parking lot into Soldier Field, 
workers installed a booster pump halfway through 
the system. 

The week before the game, temperatures dipped 
into single digits and the ice got too cold, became 
brittle and began to flake away. The crew added an 
inline heater to keep the rink warm at night. 

“This year in Chicago particularly, Mother Nature 
threw everything at us,” Matsuzaki said.

THE STARTING LINE 
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The Stadium Series game was 
the highest-rated broadcast in 
Blackhawks regular-season histo- 
ry. The games in Dodger Stadium 
were so well-attended they sold 
out of beer. Even the players’ fami- 
lies raved about how much fun 
they had. 

“We didn’t realize that the atmo- 
sphere was going to be as electric 
as it was, as dynamic as it was,” 
McDonough said. “It was one of a 
handful of events I’ve been party to 
where you wake up the next morn- 
ing and say, ‘Did that really happen? 
Did that really come together like 
that?’ I think the two Stanley Cups 
were certainly that, but that game 
lived up to everything and more.”

OLYMPICS 


Hawks CEO John McDonough want- 
ed one thing from the Hawks in the 
Olympics: a gold medal. He watched each 
game nervously, afraid someone might 
sprain a knee or tear a shoulder, but also 
hoped to see Chicago players on the 
podium. 

He was looking for momentum, and so 
was the NHL. 

“The Olympics is big sacrifice for our 
owners. We’re a little bit tortured by it,” 
Jennings said. “The exposure we get 
from it-our players love to play for their 
countries-is vitally important. We want to 
show our owners that participating in the 
Olympics is good for our business.” 

The trip to Soldier Field was positioned 


to bridge fans’ appetite for the 
NHL from the Olympic break 
to the Stanley Cup playoffs. 
McDonough got the gold medal he 
wanted when Duncan Keith, Patrick 
Sharp and Jonathan Toews won 
with Team Canada. From there, the 
team’s attention quickly shifted to 
March 1. 

“Everybody had their eye on the 
bull’s-eye coming back and play- 
ing in this outdoor game,” he said. 
“Since the Stanley Cup champion- 
ship, this is really the game every- 
body had targeted, even the play- 
ers going to the Olympics. They 
didn’t know what to expect.”

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Standing up for the girls

Comedian Amy Schumer has one thing she 
wants known about every career move she 
makes: She’s doing it for the girls. 

“I do want to reach as many people as pos- 
sible, but I am absolutely trying to commu- 
nicate the female experience and the human 
experience,” Schumer said by phone from 
L.A. “I have a great interest in bringing a bit 
of justice and shedding some light on the fe- 
male experience.” 

That justice is found in biting riffs from her 
“Mostly Sex Stuff” stand-up special: Subjects 
include Plan B and being the misfit friend at 
a wedding shower. Then there’s her Comedy 
Central sketch show, “Inside Amy Schumer,” 
which includes bits on sexting and how wom- 
en have trouble accepting compliments. The 
latter featured a woman refusing a compli- 
ment on her dress: “Little? I’m like a size ioo 
now Anyway, I paid like $2 for it. It’s probably 
made from old Burger King crowns.” 

Schumer, 32, appeared in the Season 3 open- 
er of HBO’s “Girls” (it’s her favorite show) in 



January She says that, compared to her set 
for “Inside,” it felt as if “you were living in the 
middle of a beautiful movie and there just hap- 
pen to be cameras.” Schumer also looks up to 
“Girls” for how it depicts women. 

“I’ve always loved shows that portray wom- 
en as human beings,” Schumer said. “With 
comedies, the women always play the role of 
the nag or the straight man and you don’t ever 
get to see a girl as a dirt girl. It’s just nice and 
it stands out with shows like ‘Broad City’ or 


‘Girls,’ that we get to see women as these fully 
realized people. Real human beings that don’t 
spend their time apologizing for being a wom- 
an or not fitting into a box or taking up space.” 

It’s feasible to call Schumer the “Queen of 
Comedy Central.” After gaining notice as a 
fourth-place finisher on NBC’s “Last Comic 
Standing” in 2007, she earned her first “Com- 
edy Central Presents” half-hour special in 
2010. She then appeared on the channel’s 
popular roasts of Charlie Sheen and Roseanne 
Barr before earning her first hourlong special 
in 2012. “Inside Amy Schumer” ranked as the 
network’s strongest premiere show of 2013. 

The format of her TV show makes it easy 
for Schumer to show off her comedic diver- 
sity Each 30 -minute episode features a few 
minutes of stand-up, a few sketches, inter- 
views with people she finds interesting and 
questionnaires with people on the streets of 
Newark. Season 2, which premieres April 1, 
is “more ambitious,” Schumer said. “It’s like 
sophomore year of college. You come back 
with a new wardrobe and you know what’s up.”

In the new Broadway play ‘All the Way” Presi- 
dent Lyndon B. Johnson, played by Bryan 
Cranston, takes a break from wrangling votes 
for what would become the Civil Rights Act of 
1964 to reflect on the trying nature of politics. 

Facing mounting pressure from the South- 
ern faction of his party and civil rights leaders 
like the Rev Martin Luther King Jr., Johnson 
vents his frustrations to the audience. 

“Everybody wants power; everybody” he 
says. ‘And if they say they don’t, they’re lyin’. 
But everybody thinks it ought to be given out 
free of charge. ... Nothin’ comes free. Nothin’. 
Not even ‘good.’ Especially not ‘good.’ ” 

It’s a monologue one could easily imagine 
being delivered by Walter White, the cancer- 
stricken chemistry teacher-cum-ruthless drug 
lord who Cranston played to thunderous ac- 
claim on “Breaking Bad,” which ended its 
five-season run on AMC in September. 

“Their egos got in the way, and it drove 
them to do things that were detrimental to 
themselves and, in LBJ’s case, extremely det- 
rimental to society and America. And in a 
smaller way, so did Walter White,” says Cran- 
ston, 58, at the airy Manhattan apartment 
serving as his temporary home while he makes 
his Broadway debut in ‘All the Way” which 
opened Thursday 

The L.A. native, shaking off his fourth 
cold in a punishing winter on the East Coast, 
graciously offers tea in a white mug, taking a 
black one for himself. 

“I’ll let you be the good guy, I’ll be the bad 
guy,” he jokes. 

His views on kitchenware notwithstanding, 



Cranston is an artist drawn to characters who 
defy such easy moral categorization. He likens 
Johnson, a politician who continues to cap- 
tivate historians, to King Lear. “What made 
him so strong and effective domestically was 
his political acumen, which was stronger than 
anyone since Roosevelt and not matched by 
anyone to date. And his downfall was his po- 
litical hubris. He didn’t want to appear weak.” 

The project came to Cranston at an oppor- 
tune moment. With “Breaking Bad” winding 
down, the actor was eager to get back on the 
stage because, after nearly 13 years of series 
television, he was eager for the immediacy of 
theater. 

“It’s like painting a room,” he says. “It’s 
white, and if you and I spend a couple hours 
we can paint this a different color and we see 
the instant effect of our work.”

Amanda Drinkall may have grown up in a 
conservative Presbyterian family in 
Oswego, 111 ., but that doesn’t mean that her 
family isn’t supportive of her decision to step 
into a pair of stiletto-heeled boots — and 
not much else— for her role in the Chicago 
premiere of “Venus in Fur,” by New York 
playwright David Ives. 

“They’re excited; they’re so proud,” she 
said when we caught up with her at the 
Goodman Theatre after watching the final 
onstage run-through before that evening’s 
dress rehearsal. Then, she laughed and said, 
“We’ll see if they still feel that way after they 
see the show” 

Drinkall— a Red Tape Theatre ensemble 
member who moved to Chicago in 2008 
after graduating from University of Illinois — 
plays Vanda, a ditzy actress who arrives very 
late to an audition for a drama based on 
the 1870 erotic novella, “Venus in Furs,” by 
Leopold von Sacher-Masoch, which includes 
themes of bondage, sadomasochism and role 
reversals. As Vanda attempts to convince 
the play’s adaptor and director— portrayed 
by Broadway actor Rufus Collins — that she 
deserves the role, the two enter a world of 
domination, submission and power shifts as 


they transition back and forth between the 
rehearsal room and the play-within-the-play. 

We sat down with Drinkall to find out 
more about her role, her costumes, the bossy 
side of her own personality and how a nice 
girl from the suburbs learned to transform 
herself into an on-stage dominatrix. 

On her character, Vanda: She is a little quirky 
and vivacious, and she’s really outgoing and 
fun and flirty and kind of a mess {laughs}— a 
little scattered, has a hard time paying atten- 
tion sometimes. But also, she’s really smart 
and she really is aware of what’s going on 
around her and she knows her stuff. 

The aspects of her own personality she 
draws on to play Vanda: I’m pretty flirty 
and bubbly I don’t think I’m very scatter- 
brained— I’m pretty controlling and more 
bossy— so I had to get a little messier than 
I’m used to. But that’s fun. 

Has anyone suggested that she’s gotten 
bossier since rehearsals started? Yes, ev- 
erybody! {Laughs.} My boyfriend has called 
me out a number of times. And so have 
{co-star} Rufus {Collins} and {director} Joanie 
{Schultz}. I’m trying to rein it in as best I can, 


but sometimes it just comes out and I can’t 
help that. 

How she approached her audition: I figured 
this part was so out of my league that when I 
went into those auditions, I was like, “Well, 
I’m not going to get it so I might as well have 
as much fun for this five minutes as I can. I 
have nothing to lose.” And that turned out to 
work really well. {Laughs.} 

How she prepared for her role: I watched 
“Clueless.” And I also watched a bunch of old 
movies. Originally in the script it has {Vanda} 
doing a trans-Atlantic, Katharine Hepburn 
kind of voice. So I watched “His Girl Friday” 
and “It Happened One Night” and all these 
old classics, just to hear the women. We 
ended up going a different way and doing 
more of a British dialect, but it still has that 
quippy fast, ’40s lilt to it. 

On overcoming self-consciousness about 
appearing onstage in skimpy costumes: I 

was really self-aware because I don’t wear a 
lot, so I’ve been working out. {Laughs.} Being 
in your underwear in front of people is always 
a little intimidating, to say the least.
